Every 
Christmas tree, no matter 
wliere. is " different. - it- re- 
flects the preferences, tra- 
ditions, backgrounds, and 
'' ailislry of. each person and 
« .eacli household.- Thus the 
Museum's annual tree of 
dolls is unlike- any other; and 
in consequence, it. is looked 
forward""!*) as one of the high- 
lights of the year. Transient, 
beautiful, delightful, a fascin- 
ation to young and old, the 
tree Is the Museum's warm 
welcome and holiday greet-, 
big to all its friends.' , . ; 
Dolls have been part of 
the lives- or humankind since 
very early in out history. 
Although doll-like objects 
h ave b een found in excava- 
tions onmticiuifyTthcyvvere 
probably effigies, figures 
used in worship. These ear- 
liest doll forma were sacred; 
they were not toys but were 
igc'ds'i ancestor images, fetish- 
es, solemn religious rigures 
intended.; to preserve the 
tribe qr community from 
harm. 

Perhaps no one will ever 
know who made the first doll 
as a plaything to delight a 
iit'lle girl; yet, sometime in 
history, this small event

doll became a loy, not a god. u 
In Egypt tl]c doll might be g 
an elegant carved ivory fig- 
ure with real hair secured in 
its miniature skull; or it 
might be only a handful of 
straw tied round about in the 
right places to indicate head 
and waist, a toy for a peasant 
child. In ancient Greece, the 
doll was a cherished toy un- 
til the. little girl- -was ready 
to be married. Then It was 
taken to the shrine o[ lh<; 
favorite goddess and. per- 
haps with secret tears, pre- 
sented .to her as the former 
owner attained woman's es- 
tate. 

During tho long, grim per- 
iod or the Dark Ages in Eu- 
rope, no record was left be- 
hind to show that any' child 
had a doll. The struggling 
Church— besides-discouraged: 
the ' manufacture or use of 
anything that might bo inter- 
preted as an idoLor (false god. 
Then, as Europe climbed out 
of its morass of cultural de- 
cline into the thirteenth cen- 
tury, dolls appeared on the 
scene. Made iji Nuremberg 
and dressed in the fashions 
of the times, they were here 
to stay. -Europeans "special- 
ized in many kinds of dolts, 
from the .sort to be played 
with to the kind that was 
used to illustrate high fash- 
ion. Those Parisian dolls 
were— miniature,— highly-de- 
tailed fashion models; some 
were sent to the American 
colonies and other far places 
to show the ladies what was 
being .worn In fashionable 
circles and from which they 
could order their own. 

In Am erica, -fe w dolls of 
such elegance wore avail- 
able to be played with. The 
cruder, homemade sort were 
more durable, more genuine- 
ly more lovable, perhaps, 
than .those remote, supercil- 
ious beauties, and vyerc carv- 
ed of wood, .made of rags, of 
cornshucks, or straw, of al- 
most anything available Lit- 
tle girls in a pioneer land 
needed doll-babies to love 
and cherish and from which 
to learn how to be good 
mothers. Indian children 
had dolls made of rawhide, 
feaihers^arid wood. Pioneer 
dolls often had heads made 
of dried apples, hickorynuts 
or goilrds. 

With tho coming of the, in- 
dustrial revolution • in Eu- 
rope and America, the manu- 
facture or an innumerable 
Variety of dolls for the first 
time began on a wide scale. 
Tlie bodies might be made of 
kid or cloth, plaster or china, 
paper or leather. Since they 
were always decently clothed 
in the costumes of .the day, 
usually from neck to feet, the, 
unrealistic appearance of 
the body usually made little 
difference. It was the heads 
which mattered most and 
which were given the great- 
est attention from manufac- 
turers. The head, might be 
molded in bisque., an unglaz- 
ed china, or- made of papier- 
mache, which, was a paper 
and glue mixture painted 
and glazed.. There were 
wooden-heads— hand-carved 
at first; and heads' made of 
highly glazed china,, or wax, 
or of f,ino Parian, a porce- 




•The arms and logs of early 
dolls' were i. stick-like or 
dowcll-Jlke or were carved of 
wood; later they -might be 
made or kid or cloth stuffed 
with cotton,' and the hands 
and feet .either loft undetail- 
ed, or the fingers were care- 
fully indicated with stitch- 
ing, and tiny shoes" were 
made to fit exactly. The cos- 
tumes, ot, course, varied from 
the elaborate fashion doll to 
the baby doll.in a. christening 
gowii- 1 and' all the '.innumer- 
able oilier forms or dolls 
which delighted the hearts rtf 
cliildrefirForpalt hough-there 
were indeed those religious 
etrigles and • those French 
fashion rigures which were 
only dress models, the doll 
Itself was basically an object 
which had been made and 
dressed with love to be pro-
